MANKATOMMYROT. 


HAT old war-horse, Mankato, who wears a 

blind bridle so that he will never see any- 
thing but English horses (how he stamps and 
snorts at anything that smells of Ireland or 
America!), was mulling over the pedigree of 
Marcel Boussac’s French-bred candidate for the 
Epsom Derby. Hesperus was sired by Asterus 
(by *Teddy out of Astrella, by Verdun, he by 
Rabelais, by St. Simon) out of Durban. The dam 
is a daughter of *Durbar II, which was by Rabe- 
lais out of Armenia, she out of Urania, by Han- 
over—Wanda. Durban’s dam was Banshee, by 
Irish Lad (out of Arrowgrass, by Enquirer or 
Bramble out of Sparrowgrass, by Jack Malone, 
tracing to an obscure American Stud Book tap- 
root known as the Buie mare) out of Frizette, 
by Hamburg, son of Hanover—-Lady Reel. After 
dilating on the excellence of St. Simon inbreed- 
ing, Mankato, in his contribution to The Sporting 
Chronicle (Manchester) of May 21, sets down the 
following, with such an air of finality that even 
some Americans may begin to wonder whether 
there is some truth in what the Manchester man 
says: 

“The weak links in the pedigree are the native 
American strains through Urania (on both sides 
of her ancestry), Arrowgrass (both sides), and 
Hamburg (both sides).” 

We suppose Mankato, that is, Dr. J. B. Robert- 
son, has some readers with such large-calibre 
gullets that they can swallow whole those mon- 
strous notions of his. But it will take an over- 
sized epiglottis to admit this one. 

Durban, the dam of Hesperus, must be a hope- 
lessly lost sister, according to Mankato, because 
there are Hanover and Wanda on one side of 
her pedigree and Irish Lad and Hamburg on the 
Other. The facts are that Durban was herself a 
winner of the Grand Criterium d’Ostende and 
Paris Grand Criterium; that her first foal was 
the good winner Banstar; that her foal of 1927 
was Diademe, winner of stakes in England and 
France; and that the next year she produced 
Tourbillon, winner of the French Derby of 1931. 

But of course the mare had no influence on 
these foals. She just showed them the way around 
the pasture.

ELIMINATION. 


HIS subject continues to be all-absorbing with 
the breeders of Thoroughbred horses, but it 
doesn’t appear to be worrying the managers of 
race tracks. Breeders for a time thought race 
track managers would do something in the mat- 
ter of ridding the Turf of its undesirables by pro- 
graming “Scully” races, or events of similar 
nature, but track managers and Turf governors 
did nothing more than talk about it. The tracks 
continue to be cluttered up with platers in the 
hands of people who will hang on to a “hide” as 
long as it is able to navigate, all the while hop- 
ing that the decrepit animal may earn just one 
more purse or part of a purse. However, with 
the steadily lowering of the amounts added to 
purses, and the cost of racing hanging at about 
the usual level, even the man with the skillet will 
find it beyond his cunning to make ends meet 
for himself and the horse with decidedly limited 
earning power. Therein one will observe the fur- 
ther working of the law of supply and demand. 
Meanwhile, the breeders, having come to un- 
derstand that elimination must be carried to and 
come from the breeding establishments, have 
been putting out of their studs the least desira- 
ble mares-—-the infirm mares, the diseased mares, 
and the mares with defects, transmissible or be- 
lieved to be transmissible. The worst of the 
mares in numerous harems have already been 
destroyed. Others will be. The inclination ap- 
pears to be not to hesitate about whether to treat 
or destroy diseased mares. The latter course is 
being definitely advised and resorted to, and that 
is the correct course in a time like this. In other 
times, perhaps, a breeder might find justification 
for segregating the infected mare, having her 
treated by a veterinarian, and relying upon the 
workings of nature through the accepted period 
of three years for restoration of breeding health. 
Spaying, having been generally discussed, ap- 
pears to have become taboo with breeders. The 
position now is that a few of the members of the 
Thoroughbred Club at Lexington have decided to 
experiment on a small number of fillies with a 
view to acquiring all the information possible 
about effects of the practice on Thoroughbreds. 
They are wanting to know particularly whether 
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the fillies after spaying will become too sluggish 
for racing. 


A veterinarian stated in the office of THE 
BLoop-HoRSE last week that he had had consid- 
erable experience in spaying working mares, not 
Thoroughbreds. He advises against the practice. 
He says it robs them of their energy and leaves 
them fat and slow and piggish. 

Elsewhere we publish a communication from 
Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield, who is decidedly op- 
posed to the practice and can see no good to 
come from it. 


We had hoped that we might be able to give 
readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE some definite infor- 
mation about the racing of spayed fillies by get- 
ting from The Jockey Club a list of fillies so 
treated and then examine into their careers, but 
Fred J. E. Klees, Registrar of The Jockey Club, 
in reply to our request for such a list, says: 

“Very few cases of spaying have been reported, 
and none in recent years, and, as no record or 
listing was ever made of such animals, we regret 
that we are unable to furnish a list.” 

One of our readers, whose memory usually is 
very good, but who is a bit reticent about having 
his name appear in print, wrote us last week: 

“I do not think Colonel Milton Young spayed 
any fillies, but Messrs. Clay & Woodford did, and 
one of them raced well. Can’t recall her name, 
but she was by Terra Cotta, and I think Henry 
McDaniel trained her. Look up ’'96, ’97 or ’98 
Guide, and you will see where this filly raced at 
Newport and Latonia.” 

In the absence of a list of foals registered 
under their sires for those days, we had just 
about come to the conclusion that we’d never lo- 
cate the spayed daughter of Terra Cotta referred 
to, when along came this note from our friend: 

“Since writing you, I have thought of the Terra 
Cotta filly and I think her name was Terrene. 
Colonel Young was given permission to impreg- 
nate some mares, and I think your informant 
has that confused with the spaying.” 

We find that Terrene, chestnut mare, foaled 
1896, by Terra Cotta out of Duchess of Mont- 
rose, by Duke of Montrose, was bred by Clay 
& Woodford, Paris, Ky., and was raced as a 2- 
year-old by Claude S. Brownell, of Lexington. 
Afterward she passed to several other owners. 
She was good at two, winning five races, five 
second and one third from 13 starts. All counted, 
she started 67 times, won 10, second eight, third 
seven and failed to get money 42 times. 

If she was spayed, that fact evidently had not 
been made known to Dr. R. A. Sparks, of 
Blodgett, Mo., for (see page 1164, Vol. X, Ameri- 
can Stud Book) he reported her as barren in 
1906. Her name does not again appear in the 
Stud Book. 

This furnishes an illustration of what might 
frequently happen if a large number of fillies

should be spayed and raced and, in racing, pass 
through numerous hands to be finally put into 
the stud by one uninformed about their sterilized 
condition. 

The discussion at the Thoroughbred Club’s 
luncheon meeting in Lexington last Saturday 
worked into the definite conclusion to have a sale 
of fillies, mares and geldings in September and 
another in November, the animals to be disposed 
of without certificates, without pedigree, with- 
out name and without identification, but perhaps 
bearing a brand indicating that they are Thor- 
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oughbred and that they had been banished from 
racing and from Thoroughbred studs. 

In these sales it is expected only serviceably 
sound animals will be sold, the idea being that 
they will be useful for riding; for working on 
farms, and for producing half-breds or mules, 
but not for polo or for hunting, since registered 
animals are usually wanted for such activities. 

The sales will very likely be held at the Blue 
Grass Stock Yards in Lexington, but prior to the 
sales it is expected that Col. Thomas J. Johnson, 
officer in charge of the United States Remount 
Purchasing and Breeding Headquarters at Lex- 
ington, will be invited to various farms to select 
such as may be wanted as a gift from breeders 
to the Government. 

In other words, it seems that the plan of the 
breeders in the Blue Grass is definitely working 
out as follows Destroy all diseased and infirm 
animals; give to the Government such as it will 
accept of animals not wanted in the harem, and 
then sell the remainder of such to farmers and 
others who may want them for uses other than 
racing and producing race horses. 

Again, it is getting back to the law of supply 
and demand. 


LETTERS FROM READERS 


A Lady’s Views. 
Editor, THE BLOOD-HORSE: 

LIMINATION of undesirable Thoroughbreds 

is no new subject. In the days not so far 
gone, horsemen asked no advice and did little 
talking. Mares and foals, yearlings and _ stal- 
lions, which from certain inherited or inheritable 
traits were deemed unsuitable for breeding were 
destroyed or disposed of for purposes fitted to 
their quality. Mares returning as often as three 
or four times to the stallion were given a rest. 
Some mares were bred only every other year— 
the mares and foals greatly benefitting by this 
open season. 

As for spaying fillies, that seems to me a self- 
deception similar to daylight-saving and prohi- 
bition. It is six o’clock whether we call it seven 
or nine; we drink strong drink whether it is 
taxed or not. Why not leave it to the breeder 
either not to produce fillies which would be 
spayed, or to dispose of them without pedigree. 
Such fillies are often valuable for Government 
use. or for the breeding of hunters. 

There is much talk of destroying or otherwise 
eliminating Thoroughbred mares, but I have per- 
sonally tried to locate any mare or yearling of 
value that would be donated for the raising of 
Government or hunting animals, and can get 
none other than diseased or worthless horses. 
Good homes could be found, without registration, 
for many of the less desirable Thoroughbreds if 
their owners were sincerely anxious to dispose 
dl them; others should be destroyed without pub- 
icity. 

If nothing is left to the discretion of the in- 
dividual, the men will become figureheads. It 
is the elimination of the horse-owner who is 
neither horseman or sportsman that we need— 
the people who bought horses as they did stocks, 
because prices were heightened by laxity in ex- 


penditure, caused by easy money. These hard 
times once fought through will be of great bene- 
fit in getting rid of both unworthy horses and 
unworthy men. But it takes courage to fight.

Suggests Fund from Fees. 
Editor, THE BLOOD-HORSE: 


SEE in THE BLoop-HORSE that you have in Lex- 

ington an organization of Thoroughbred horse 
breeders with an object in view to decrease the 
production of horses. At the meeting about the 
only suggestion, the paper states, was made, was 
to spay some of the fillies. I believe that to be 
impractical, as you could not force the breeder 
to do that and very few of them would do it 
voluntarily. 

I am young in the business, and my opinion 
probably is not worth anything, but I would 
like to make a suggestion: Get The Jockey Club 
to increase the registration fee to $10.00 and 
have them turn half the money over to the 
Thoroughbred Club, and the Club have a repre- 
sentative at all the yearling sales and buy all 
the fillies that are in merchantable condition 
that did not bring over $100.00. The Club then 
to destroy the registration certificates and sell 
the fillies to the best advantage. 

If economy is practiced, I do not believe they 
would lose much money. I think in the course 
of a year or two there would be enough money 
in the fund to increase the price. With a regis- 
tration fee of $10.00 it would cause some of them 
not to be registered as some of the breeders 
would not care to pay that fee and carry the 
filly for a year in order to get $100.00. 

Another plan that would save the breeders 
some money, would be to have receiving sta- 
tions, one in Kentucky and one in Virginia, as 
most of the Thoroughbreds are raised in those 
two states. The Club to pay $100.00 a head for 
all fillies that are in merchantable condition 
when delivered to the station after the first of 
August. 

I have been attending the yearling sales at 


.Saratoga and Lexington for two or three years. 


and have seen enough fillies bring $100.00 and 
less to make me think this plan would get rid 
of most of the surplus and be a great benefit 
to the breeders.

BELMONT PARK’S SPRING LOSS. 

EAU BELMONT tells readers of The Morn- 

ing Telegraph that the Westchester Racing 
Association lost $175,000 on its recent spring 
meeting at Belmont Park. He indicates that 
Joseph E. Widener and associates are expecting 
another and proportionately heavier deficit in 
the autumn. Purses will have a minimum of 
$800 added at Saratoga and the same reductions 
will be made at Belmont Park, he says. He also 
believes that at Belmont Park in the autumn “a 
$3.60 gate will prevail.’”’ The admission to other 
courses will possibly be lower. He adds: ‘The 
lowering of prices still is under consideration. 
The reduction in purses is certain.” 

Beau Belmont says decreased attendance is due 
to “the unsatisfactory wagering system.” He 
asserts that if the “totalisator system used in 
France and England, and tried successfully at 
Hialeah Park last winter, could be operated in 
the Empire State, the increased interest in the 
sport would bring ten millions in revenue each 
year to the New York treasury,” and comments: 
‘In these times that is a considerable item.” 

Yes, it is a considerable item, any time. It is 
so considerable an item that it is too much to 
take out of the sport even in flush times. It 
was a mistake to have set Florida’s part of the 
“take” at 3 per cent. One per cent would have 
been fair and sufficient. The sport can stand 
a tax of 1 per cent. It cannot stand 3 per cent, 
if the purses are to be maintained at a reason- 
able level—at a level which will be satisfactory 
to owners and assure breeders that they may 
expect fair values for the produce of their es- 
tablishments. A “take” of 3 per cent for the 
State means that the total “take” is to be 10 per 
cent, at least. Ten per cent “take,’’ except at 
meetings where the attendance is preponderantly 
transient, is excessive and so unattractive that 
the volume of wagering is decreased. 

In shaping a tax set-up, the parties to the plan 
should be fair to all concerned. The State should 
not want more than the sport will comfortably 
bear, because the effect eventually will be to 
destroy that source of revenue. The track 
owners should not agree to pay an excessive tax. 
Demands will not be urged when they are shown 
to be unfair. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE has for three years, unsuc- 
cessfully thus far, tried to bring tr>ck owners, 
Turf governors, breeders, horse owners, trainers 
and jockeys into conference so that a new sched- 
ule of rates and fees for the sport of racing 
shall be worked out. Where is there another 
Sport or industry so haphazardly and so uneco- 
hnomically conducted ? 


MICROPHONE’S SPEED HANDICAP. 


Belmont Park’s Speed Handicap ($2,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 5 1-2 furlongs), the seventh 
running of which featured the program of June 
7, was designed for horses which get tired quick- 
ly. Some of them manage to get tired within 
that short distance. The one which lasted out 
the length of the race last week without quit- 
ting was the Sage Stable’s Microphone (3-y-o, 
106), which got the decision by a length and a 
Quarter from C. L. King’s Panetian (118), which 
was “stopping” in the last furlong. Another 
length and a half back in third place was C. V. 
Whitney's Halcyon (114), which had a head ad- 


vantage over J. E. Widener’s Stagecraft (3-y-o, 
110). The top weights, Flying Heels (123) and 
The Beasel (119) did not run to their good form.

Whitney’s Top Flight for the Coaching Club 
American Oaks ($3,500 added, 3-year-old fillies, 
1 3-8 miles) at Belmont Park Thursday, June 9, 
and they were considered of so little account 
that Top Flight was never at a better price than 
1 to 4, and closed at 1 to 5. After the race those 
who had backed her at such short odds revised 
their opinion of her, despite the fact that she 
won. R. Workman restrained her behind the 
pace of the Wheatley Stable’s Unique until 
almost in the last turn. For the greater part of 
the distance Mrs. C. S. Payson’s Parry had been 
racing on the inside and hanging very close to 
Top Flight. All the others were several lengths 
of daylight farther back. Three furlongs from 
home Workman began to urge his mount with 
heel and hand, and as the response was not satis- 
factory he took a few cuts at her with his baton. 
It was not until they were inside the furlong pole 
that the Whitney filly was able to establish a 
definite advantage over Unique, though the lat- 
ter filly had not at any time during the race set 
a fast pace. Top Flight showed no disposition 
to extend herself in the stretch, but with Unique 
beaten, Workman appeared to ease up a little, 
drawing the finish a trifle fine. The Glen 
Riddle Farm Stable’s Argosie, a sister to Ameri- 
can Flag, by Man o’ War—*Lady Comfey.

Examination disclosed that the son of Bubbling 
Over—-Minawand had bowed a tendon. It has 
been announced that Burgoo King is not to race 
again this year. He will be sent to Idle Hour 
Stock Farm, Lexington, as soon as possible for 
treatment and rest. There is a possibility that 
Burgoo King’s tendon trouble began with the 
running of the Withers Stakes. The state of the 
Belmont Park track for that event was decidedly 
not to the horse's liking, and it was noticed all 
through the race that he was running with ex- 
treme difficulty, though he did not evidence any 
lameness then or afterward until last Saturday. 
Had not Colonel Bradley so well understood what 
the withdrawal of Burgoo King from the Withers 
would have meant to the Belmont Park manage- 
ment and its patrons, and had not his sports- 
manship and his friendship for Mr. Widener been 
so pronounced, it is more than possible that 
Burgoo King would now be in Chicago well and 
fit to contest for the big prize at Washington 
Park next Saturday. But it has turned out dif- 
ferently, and we gain another example for the 
book of experience which tells us that successes 
and failures, health and sickness, winnings and 
losings, ups and downs, fill the stream of life.

He has written to racing secretaries at meetings 
since held, and this week he wrote to Oriental 
Park, thinking that possibly Mr. Thomas took 
the horses to Cuba. Mr. Thomas’ parents have 
been writing to Mr. Downing, he says, for in- 
formation about their son. 


C. Stanley Hudson, of Lexington, former man- 
ager of Cannland Farm, which was sold by Dr.

THE AMERICAN DERBY. 

EADING event of this week’s racing is the 

American Derby, Washington Park’s $50,000 
added special for 3-year-olds, to be run Satur- 
day, June 18. Lamentably enough, three of the 
best colts of the season have been disabled and 
will not be able to compete. Burgoo King and 
Flag Pole have bowed tendons and Tick has 
been retired temporarily because of the injury 
to his shoulder suffered at the stall gates in the 
Preakness Stakes. Just now the most prominent 
candidates are Walter M. Jeffords’ Boatswain, 
winner of the Withers; William Woodward's 
Faireno, winner of the Belmont; and Economic, 
winner of the Ohio State Derby and second in 
the Wood Memorial and Kentucky Derby. These 
three and about a dozen others are expect to 
start. 

The Washington Park meeting will come to an 
end with the racing of Saturday, June 25, when 
the Francis S. Peabody Memorial Handicap will 
be run. The following Monday marks the begin- 
ning of Arlington Park’s 30-day meeting with 
its magnificent array of stakes races. 


HAWTHORNE STAKES. 


The Chicago Business Men’s Racing Associa- 
tion’s 29 days of racing at Hawthorne will be 
grouped into one meeting this year, instead of 
being divided into summer and fall sessions.

for Fair Priscilla at the August Belmont estate dis- 
persal sale in 1925. 

Stromboli (28 
wins, including numerous stakes), Priscillian (25 
wins, including Prince of Wales, Claremont, Com- 
monwealth, Occidental Handicaps), Princeps (Duke 
of Connaught Cup, Duke of Devonshire Handicap}, 
Prelude, Practical, Priority, Pericles and Leenja 
(also producer).

ETERINARY OBSTETRICS AND ZOOTECHNICS. By 

Howard N. Beeman, D. V. M. Major, Vet- 
erinary Corps, U. 8S. Army. American Remount 
Association, Washington, D. C. 1982. 

Before Capt. Howard N. Beeman left Lexing- 
ton last year to take up his duties at Front Royal, 
Va., he had completed the manuscript of his book 
on veterinary obstetrics and zootechnics. After 
he had gone to Front Royal he was made a major 
and subsequently came to an untimely death 
through drowning. The book was recently pub- 
lished by the American Remount Association, 
under whose auspices Major Beeman’s excellent 
work was done. The following statement in the 
author’s preface is a complete explanation of the 
book and its usefulness: 

The published knowledge of the anatomy, physiology. 
pathology and bacteriology of the equine generative 
organs is not inclusive in any one volume, but may only 
be found in entirety by diligent search through the writ- 
ings of many authors. Likewise the related subjects 
of obstetrics, zootechnics, diseases of the genital or- 
gans, breeding hygiene and sanitation have been dis- 
cussed by many authors in textbooks, pamphlets, bul- 
letins, reports. periodicals and memoranda. There also 
resides, unpublished, within the minds of a number 
of veterinarians a rich lore of practical knowledge of 
these subjects. 

It is the purpose of the author to collect and as- 
semble under one cover as much of this published and 
unpublished knowledge as is possible by research read- 
ing and by interviewing veterinarians who are spe- 
cialists in equine obstetrics and zootechnics. It s hoped 
that this information mav serve as a handy guide for 
veterinarians whose professional activities are devoted 
particularly to solving the problems of disease pre- 
vention in breeding establishments. 

The writer, in order to accomplish his self-assigned 
mission, undertook the role of a reviewer of all avail- 
able printed material and an interrogator of the vet- 
erinarians in the Blue Grass region of Kentucky who 
are devoting a major portion of their time to serving 
the leading horse nurseries of America. No original- 
ity is claimed except that of the motivating spirit and 
the arrangement of the subject matter. 

Despite his modest statement concerning his 
own contribution, Major Beeman has made a 
most valuable contribution to the technical litera- 
ture of horse breeding. Within 131 pages he has 
condensed the bulk of information available on 
the subject. The book is divided into three parts: 
The anatomy and physiology of the genital or- 
gans of the mare; the foaling and breeding sea- 
son; the diagnosis, pathology and treatment of 
sterility. There is thorough detail under each 
heading. The language is technical for the bene- 
fit of veterinarians but it is also intelligible to 
the layman. We unhesitatingly recommend it 
as a book for the library of any breeding farm, 
and would suggest that an extra copy be pur- 
chased for the watchman’s room at the foaling 
barn. 

Veterinary Obstetrics and Zootechnics may be 
obtained from the American Remount Associa- 
tion, Otis Building, 810 Eighteenth Street, N. W.., 
Washington, D. C. The price is $2.50. Major 
John F. Wall’s Practical Light Horse Breeding, 
published by the American Remount Associa- 
tion in 1931, is priced at $3.50 a copy, but the 
two books may be purchased together for $5.

CANADA 


THE DEPRESSION IN CANADA. 
ETRENCHMENT of some sort is likely to be 
taken for the Ontario Jockey Club’s fall 
meeting at Woodbine Park, Toronto. The spring 
meeting appeared to be a definite indication of 
that. After a good opening day, the fortunes of 
the seven-day session steadily declined. The total 
money passing through the pari-mutuels in seven 
days was $1,341,979. On the sixth day the 
“handle” was $101,372, one of the lowest days in 
the history of the course. The spring meeting of 
1931 had a total “handle” of $2,150,000; in 1930, 
the amount was $3,989,267; in 1929, the record 
total of $5,007,654. The total for both the spring 
and fall meetings last year was $3,114,329, and 
it is understood that the association lost money. 
A loss for this year seems probable, in view of 
the heavy decline shown at the first meeting. 
The meetings at Connaught Park, Ottawa, and 
Long Branch, Toronto, began Wednesday, June 8. 


IS THE T. H. A. THROUGH? 

Fred A. Forsythe, Secretary of the Thorough- 
bred Horse Association, informs THE BLOOoD- 
HORSE that he has closed the offices of the or- 
ganization in the Hernando Building, Lexington, 
and that he is awaiting a meeting to be held at 
Latonia to determine definitely whether the 
Thoroughbred Horse Association, incorporated 
under the laws of Kentucky, is at the end of its 
existence. Judge James P. Edwards, of Louis- 
ville, is president. Both the president and the 
secretary have been ill, the latter desperately so. 
He is just now becoming able to be around suf- 
ficiently to give attention to his affairs. Mr. 
Forsythe says that since dropping the plan of 
annual dues from members and _= substituting 
therefor voluntary contributions amounting to 1 
per cent of the money won in purses by mem- 
bers, the association’s revenue has been so se- 
riously depleted that it cannot carry on unless 
there is a revival of interest and rebuilding of 
funds, which he does not consider likely in these 
times. 


TEXAS RACING PLANS. 

Should the Texas Supreme Court rule favor- 
ably in a test case now before it, there will be a 
meeting of about 20 days at Arlington Downs, 
Arlington, Texas, next fall, according to reports 
from Fort Worth. The question now before the 
court is on the legality of wagering under the 
certificate system. If the decision should be un- 
favorable, there may yet be a meeting under the 
oral system. Democratic primary election is to 
be held July 23. Governor Ross Sterling, who is 
seeking re-election, is not in favor of pari-mutuel 
pooling at race courses and will oppose a bill 
to be presented to the next Legislature, in the 
event of his election. Mrs. Miriam A. (Ma) 
Ferguson, former Governor, who is seeking the 
office again, is in favor of racing under pari- 
mutuel betting.

However, this big boned, 
stout, strong, quiet-mannered fellow, with a good 
head and good eye, has claims of his own and 
has a good reputation with the men on the farm. 
His groom, who also handled Twenty Grand, re- 
marked: “This colt is just like ‘Twenty’ was. 
He is so quiet you can hardly wake him up, but 
when he gets into action he is all business.”’ 

A very stylish-looking individual is the chest- 
nut son of Dominant out of *Fresnay. However, 
he toes out slightly off fore, but for all of that 
he is a good-boned, strong horse with a good 
head, very smooth in conformation and smart in 
appearance. *Fresnay is the dam of Leopardess, 
the mother of the grey roan filly by *Royal Min- 
strel. This filly is exceptionallly good-bodied,

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with a good head and good eye, but, unfortun- 
ately, she has already felt the sting of the firing 
iron for the removal of a ringbone. In a band 
of yearlings of this number, it is hardly to be 
expected that all would be sound. This is es- 
pecially true when the colts are permitted to 
run together in a large pasture, as are also the 
fillies in another large pasture. They just 
naturally play roughly and bear away the scars 
and blemishes of their roughness. 

The writer found the son of *Royal Minstrel 
out of Untidy a stout, attractive horse with good 
bone. He has a desirably short cannon bone. 
Untidy is half-sister to Maracaibo, and she has 
a very refined, smooth-looking, long-bodied filly 
by Bostonian with exceptionally good feet, good 
head and good eye. Maracaibo’s daughter, All 
Callao, has by *Chicle a son good in every way 
with the exception of unnaturalness of knee 
joints. There is a suspicion he may go wrong 
early. Though one usually can never tell until the 
animal is tried, it shouldn’t be surprising if this 
fellow is the first to call for the firing iron. 

*Cardamine’s son, by Dominant, is chunky, 
with good bone and good feet. *Cardamine’s

daughter, Red Red Rose, is represented by a 
small, but strong-looking, well-put-together black 
colt by *St. Germans. Briony, another of *Car- 
damine’s daughters, is represented by a long- 
bodied, rangy bay colt by Pennant, with plenty 
of daylight under him and looks as though he 
would make a real good race horse. Ruddy 
Duck, a daughter of Briony, has a very attrac- 
tive brown filly by *Royal Minstrel. 

One of the best looking is the chestnut son of 
Bunting and Soumangha. He is a smooth- clean- 
limbed, strong, big horse (weighs now 925 
pounds), and, like all of the troupe, is as hard 
as nails. Another with a repuation for being 
first in the pasture is the chestnut colt by *St. 
Germans—*Lady K. II. His conformation, how- 


ever, is not so attractive as some of the others. 
Conge’s colt by Chance Play is a small, stout, 
g0o0d-boned, good-eyed, smart-looking individual, 
which stands slightly higher 
front. 

Unfortunately *Fleeting Dawn's racy-looking 
son of Buchan has a soft splint on the near fore

cannon bone and the suspicion of one on off fore. 
However, the location is such it will not bother 
him. This colt has splendid rein-length, thin 
withers and is well made. Homely’s colt by 
*Royal Minstrel is long-bodied, toes-out, looks 
like he may be a paddler, has a soft splint on 
near foreleg, is rather long-bodied and doesn’t 
look to be very promising. Glade’s colt by *Roy- 
al Minstrel also toes-out. He, too, is long-bodied 
and rangy in appearance, but when he walks he 
has good action. *Royal Minstrel himself doesn’t 
stand as level as many other horses do and this 
toeing-out seems to be characteristic of him. 


Hell Cat’s colt by Dominant is a plain, ordi- 
nary-looking little fellow with a lot of inquisi- 
tiveness, apparently. He has a large scar on 
his near rump, which he got from a mare which 
objected to his stealing the milk that belonged 
to her colt. Shrine’s colt by Mad Hatter is one 
to carry the O. K. mark. He is level and smooth 
and generally good. A 900-pound chunk, as 
tough as he is solid, is Bittersweet’s colt by Dom-

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inant. Twaddle’s colt, 
by Pennant, is made on 
the lighter side, with 
high withers and is 
smooth. 

Among the fillies, 
the daughter of Domi- 
nant from _ Cherry 
Bounce is extra good. 
Incidentally it looks as 
if old Dominant may 
come into his own as 
a sire through his 
representatives in this 
string of yearlings. 
Allepena’s chestnut 
daughter by him is a 
big, good-boned, fast- 
growing individual, 
with as good feet as 
one would want to see. 
Hoity Toity’s bay filly 
by Dominant is a bit 
pigeon-toed, she 
also has good feet. 
She well made 
bodily though she is 
not so good in the 
shoulder. Her withers 
seem too fiat. She 
wouldn't at all suit one 
who fancies only mares 
with high withers for 
breeding purpose. 

The half-sister to St. Brideaux, which is the 
bay filly by *Chicle out of Panache, is plump, 
smooth, clean-limbed, stands well and is very at- 
tractive. The writer did not fancy *Molly Kil- 
dare’s filly by Upset. She is light and has small 
feet. Rinkey’s filly by “Royal Minstrel has 
great depth of girth, good head, neck and body, 
but her bone is not so good, and her hoofs are 
shelly. Amity Claim’s daughter, by Peter Pan, 
is small, but neat and very good. She has a 
long head with thin muzzle, good bone and good 
feet. Catsplay’s daughter, by John P. Grier, is 
well made and has a good head and neck, good 
shoulder; slightly filled in the near hind ankle, 
maybe from a lick. Riga’s chestnut filly by 
Broadside is quite showy with her four white 
feet, blaze face and flaxen tail. Mad Hand's 
filly, by Upset, is a good, smooth one, with good 
feet, good bone, good head and eye. 


JOE WAG@NER 


John Hay Whitney bought the two colts ship- 
ped for him when they were foals at the sides 
of their dams last spring. Caledonia and Oh 
Susanna he bought from Senator Camden's 
Hartland Stud dispersal, paying $5,000 for the 
former and $19,000 for the latter. He bought 
Friar Song in foal to Kai-Sang for $1,300 at the 
Rancocas Stud sale in New York, in December, 
1930. The colts out of Caledonia and Oh Susan- 
na are both good, strong horses, typical *Light 
Brigades in the matter of bone and general con- 
formation, but the Oh Susanna colt is rough 
about the head and not as attractive as the 
other. The filly is lightly made and plain and 
toes-out off fore. 


St. Brideaux, after treatment at the farm and 
a light service (half dozen mares) in the stud, 
goes to New York to reenter training. He looks 
bodily good and shows no indication of the ten- 
don trouble he was supposed to have incurred 
during the racing of last season. 


Little Joe Wag@gpner, 14 years old and just 
out of the eighth grade at school, with three 
years of experience in riding horses at Green- 
tree Farm before and after school hours, went 
along with the yearlings to begin his appren- 
ticeship, with the determination to become a 
rider. He weighs 72 pounds, has good hands 
and a good seat, and Mr. Shutts and others at 
the farm feel that he is certain to make good. 
His step-father, Fred Palmer, and his mother 
are residents on Greentree Farm, the _ step- 
father being an employe. 


WHICH IS CORRECT? 

In Norris Royden’s “Reflections” in Daily Run- 
ning Horse (New York) June 13, we read, in the 
course of a discussion of purse reductions: “In 
the bluegrass state, Churchill Downs had to get 
Gown to an $800 bottom and poor old Lexington 
couldn’t make money with $500 as the lowest 
purse. There were times in Lexington when two 
fairs offered racing with a purse average above 
$500.” 

We have heard two different reports about 
financial results of the Kentucky Association's 
spring meeting. One report is to the effect that 
$30,000 was lost, and the other is that $1,500 
was made. Both reports were attributed to of- 
ficials of the company. However, in the absence 
of a statement of the Kentucky Association’s 
financial position, something which is not given 
to or required by the State Racing Commission, 
horsemen know as much now as they probably 
ever will know about the Lexington situation 
unless President Sewell Combs and General] Man- 
ager Thomas S. Scott decide to make the figures 
public. Both reports are very likely correct. It 
could have been that $1,500 was made on the 
spring meeting, without taking into account the 
full expense for the year. It could have been 
that, taking into account this yearly expense, a 
deficit of $30,000 is shown. Horsemen are en- 
titled to know. 


BROCA AND FRANKFORT. 

“Broco Is Saved. Half-brother to Burgoo King 
Is Rescued From Fire,” reads a headline over a 
Piqua, Ohio, dispatch to The Cincinnati Enquirer 
of May 22. In the first place the 3-year-old’s 
name is Broca (after Eugene Broca, noted chef 
in the employ of Col. E. R. Bradley) and in the 
second place he is by Bubbling Over—*Mosaic, 
by Cocksure II, and therefore not a half-brother 
to Burgoo King. Anyhow, Broca was one of 
20 hunters and polo horses brought from the 
flames that destroyed Mrs. William Boal Wood's 
fine large stable at Hillcrest, two miles north of 
Piqua. It is stated that Mrs. Wood, formerly 
Miss Frances Ottley, of New York, had the loss 
covered by insurance and that a stable to cost 
$50,000 will be constructed on the site. 

This story brings to mind an illustration of 
the quick wit of the late John E. Madden. When 
a barn at Hamburg Place was burned and Mirth- 
ful and a number of other horses were lost, Mr. 
Madden was in New York. Information of the 
fire was telegraphed to him, and at the end of 
the wire it was stated: “Frankfort was saved.” 
Now, Frankfort was Hamburg’s useless brother, 
or, perhaps it should be said in the Madden 
way, Hamburg’s less fortunate brother. When 
he received the wire, the master of Hamburg 
Place wired back immediately: “Sorry to hear 
of loss, but I thank God that Frankfort was 
saved. Shall arrange to rebuild barn at once.”

STUD NEWS 
BUNTING IS DEAD. 


HILE being loaded into a car at Roswell, 

N. M., to be transferred to Rancho Loma 
Verde Cia, Coolidge, N. M., Tuesday afternoon, 
June 7, Bunting was so severely kicked by an- 
other Thoroughbred that the cannon bone in the 
right fore leg was twice fractured, necessitat- 
ing destruction of the son of Pennant—-*Frillery, 
by Broomstick. Maj. Roy C. Woodruff, instruc- 
tor of the New Mexico National Guard at Santa 
Fe, bought Bunting for $3,700 at the C. V. Whit- 
ney sale at Lexington last November 11, at 
which time he also bought the mares Slang, from 
Hamburg Place, and La Flecha, from Edward 
Cebrian consignment, at the auction in the E. J. 
Tranter Lexington Sales Paddocks. Major Wood- 
ruff made these purchases on recommendation 
of Col. Phil T. Chinn, who had W. J. Treacy do 
the bidding. Bunting became head of a stud of 
30 mares being established this month on the 320 
acres Rancho Loma Verde Cia, near Coolidge. The 
horses had been wintered at Roswell and they 
were being moved to the new location when the 
unfortunate accident occurred. Bunting had 
about completed his services for the season of 
1982, so that Major Woodruff and his asso- 
ciates in the enterprise will enjoy the benefits 
of one crop of foals from him. Bunting was in- 
sured. 

Bunting, a bay horse, foaled in 1919, won the 
Futurity and two other races, at two. The fol- 
lowing year he won the Chesapeake Stakes, 
Brentwood, Havre de Grace and Maryland Han- 
dicaps and finished second in the Lawrence Real- 
ization and the Potomac Handicap. At four, he 
won the Pimlico Spring, Champlain, Merchants’ 
and Citizens’ and Pimlico Serial Handicaps and 
ran second in the Brooklyn Handicap and Sara- 
toga Cup. His total winnings were $88,226. 

Bunting was the sire of the stakes winners 
Wacker Drive, Bargello, Dress Ship, Lace, Back 
Log and Wotan, and a host of other winners, in- 
cluding Night Edition, Halliard, Francis Sey- 
mour, Miss Bunting, Corral Bess, Lady Viola, 
Roger, Tiger Flowers, Sideshow, Allens, Bunt- 
ing Lad, Mighty Cute, Lady Le Comte, Magni- 
fico and Vendee. Bunting’s get have won to 
June 9, 1932, a total of $400,243. 


UNINJURED IN WRECK. 

In a box car and in charge of Holland Wilson, 
son of “Dick’’ Wilson, Lexington shipping agent, 
the mare Bandera, by Pennant, and her filly foal 
by Chatterton, narrowly escaped death in a 


‘wreck near Clinton, Mass., June 8. Bandera and 


foal had been shipped by express with other 
horses to Belmont Park and from there was 
transferred to Jamaica and put into a box car 
to be taken to the farm of their owner, A. M. 
Thomas, at Ipswich, Mass. The car was attached 
to “The Bullet,” crack fast freight of the Boston 
and Main Railway, and was the last car in the 
train. A brake coupling broke while the train 
was travelling 50 miles an hour. It piled up. 
Two oil tanks exploded, the oil taking fire from 
Sparks of grinding wheels upon the rails. The 
flames spread rapidly, consuming 12 cars of 
foodstuffs, and reaching the car in which were 
Mr. Wilson with the mare and her foal. The 
young man tried to get the horses to jump out 
of the car, but they would not do so. The timely 
arrival of a wrecking crew saved them. The

horse car was drawn away from the flaming 
wreck by the engine of the wrecking train, and 
the animals arrived at their destination a day 
late and without a scratch. Young Wilson is 
back in Lexington with another incident for his 
book of experiences in travelling about the 
country in express and freight cars with blooded 
horses. 


INSPECTION AT WHITNEY FARM. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney spent Monday 
and a part of Tuesday at his farm near Lexing- 
ton. He came out from New York, accompanied 
by Thomas J. Healey, trainer of his racing stable. 
They met Major Louie A. Beard, general man- 
ager of Thoroughbreds for the Whitney families 
and manager of this particular farm, as well, 
and the trio made a close inspection of the farm 
and of the horses. Plans which may result in 
the handling of future crops of yearlings at the 
farm until they are ready to go into the hands 
of the trainer were discussed, but a decision was 
not reached. That will come after there has been 
another conference at New York. Major Beard 
announced that the yearlings will be shipped 
from Lexington to Brookdale Farm, Red Bank, 
N. J., on Friday of this week. A list of the year- 
lings together with comment thereon will be 
given in THE BLOOD-HORSE next week. Messrs. 
Whitney and Healey expressed themselves as well 
pleased with the youngsters. 


REMOUNT GETS *DIAPASON., 

Col. Thomas J. Johnson, officer in charge of 
the Lexington headquarters of the Remount 
Service, this week bought from J. Simpson Dean, 
Montchanin, Del., the 11-year-old bay stallion 
*Diapason, by Diadumenos-—*Venturesome II, 
by Sir Martin. He will be sent out from Lexing- 
ton in a few days. He made the past season at 
Charlton Clay’s Marchmont Stud, Paris, Ky. 


*MIRBAT TO THE REMOUNT. 

Col. E. R. Bradley last week-end at Belmont 
Park presented the 7-year-old chestnut stallion, 
*Mirbat, bred in France, by Nouvel An—Obock, 
by Ramrod, to the United States Remount 
Service. 
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THREE MORE MARES FOR JAPAN. 

Tomo Ichijo, of Tokyo, Japan, who last year 
purchased Ima Baby, Fairy Maiden and Alzada 
for the account of the Emperor of Japan, has 
just completed the purchase of three more mares 
for the same account and will leave Lexington 
with them on June 20, sailing from San Fran- 
cisco June 30 on board the Soyo Maru. The des- 
tination of the mares is the royal farm, Shimosa, 
Japan, which will be reached about July 18.

Mr. Ichijo, an experienced horseman, who for 
a number of years was at Elmendorf Farm in 
the days of the late James B. Haggin, makes 
his selections expertly and is to be congratulated 
on them. He is certain to demonstrate the value 
of American blood in Japan's horses.

It will be of interest to breeders and others 
to know that the mares and foals at Coldstream 
Farm are running out day and night and that 
they are not fed any grain, and neither are they 
wearing halters. They have a range of 250 acres 
of blue grass and they drink from pools of 
running water, the pools being fed from a spring 
which flows abundantly from limestone. “If the 
pasturage should become scant because of ex- 
cessive dry weather,” said Dr. John Baird, the 
stud manager, “then the mares and foals may 
get some grain during the summer. Otherwise 
they will have none until the autumn. We are 


handling them as horses should be handled and 
future crops from Coldstream will be the better 
for it. Nature intended that horses should have 
the benefits of the great outdoors, and we have 
decided that they shall have those benefits as far 
as possible at Coldstream Farm.” 

Only one of the mares named in the foregoing 
list was sent away from the farm to be bred this 
year. Blankita visited Prince Pal. Bourse, 
Broomiola, Eager Cissy, Fairy Eyes, Glen Lass, 
Leghorn, My Step, Nimble Hoof, Pot au Sucre, 
Starless Moment, Watersmeet and Wild Waters 
were mated with *Bull Dog. Boursecamp, 
Gentlewoman, Livorno, and Janesso attended 
*Pot au Feu’s court. *Binding, Elma Star, *Ger- 
trude Soissons, Largo, Necklace, Plucky Lady 
and Rose Leaves were mated with the 4-year-old 
*Lord Swift, a chestnut son of Hurry On from 
*Lady in Grey, by Roi Herode. 


MAPLETON STUD DISPERSAL NOTES. 

Fred Wolferman who bought Salubria for 
$5,100 at the Mapleton Stud Dispersal, Malvern, 
Pa., on June 6, is a Kansas City, Mo., business 
man, who also has a farm a short way out of 
Kansas City. Sylvester W. Labrot, owner of 
Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis, Md., was the con- 
tending bidder for Salubria. His last bid was 
$5,000. A horseman who was present at the 
sale writes THE BLOOD-HORSE that “Salubria 
stood out over them all, and is a really grand, 
deep, roomy type of mare, and she was really 
wanted by several present.”’ Salubria had a filly 
foal by *Sun Briar and that certainly is some- 
thing with which to begin breeding operations. 
Mr. Wolferman also got Neva Cook with her 
chestnut filly foal by Tryster. 

Our horseman friend also tells us: The future 
of Tryster is undetermined. It was rumored at 
the sale that Messrs. Carstairs & Pierce have 
retained an interest in him and that he may 
continue to stand as their property. He may be 
returned to Kentucky. Conversation after the 
sale was to the effect that Messrs. Carstairs & 
Pierce recovered from the sale approximately 10 
per cent of what they had invested in the Maple- 
ton Stud. 

“S. W. Labrot appears to have made two 
purchases well worth the money—Kamara and 
bay filly foal by Tryster, for $750, and Sunny 
Light and bay filly foal by Sweep, for $1,000. 
Sunny Light is a lovely mare, very feminine, 
and her filly is a top one. Mr. Labrot also bought 
the yearling chestnut colt by Tryster out of 
Red White and Blue, by Man o’ War, for $1,100. 

“The opinion appears to be that Joseph Ryan 
paid enough ($3,600) for’ Bal Masque. He was 
in a bidding joust against Willis Sharpe Kilmer. 
It may work out that her John P. Grier filly 
foal is worth all that he paid for both. The foal 
is a beauty. Bye Bye was barren and has a blind 
eye, hence the low figure, $300, for which Her- 
ring Brothers got her. *Garristown is a nice 
mare. Her foal was only six days old. She went 
to Mr. Kilmer for $1,450. June Rose looked 
wonderfully well preserved and had about the 
best foal shown—a brown filly by John P. Grier. 
Silas Mason may consider himself very fortunate 
in having secured this mare and foal for his 
Duntreath Farm. Red White and Blue, which 
went to Mr. Kilmer for $1,200, is a grand-bodied 
mare, but has ophthalmia, and is a bit rough in 
the hocks. Rose Petal had lost her twin foals 
this year. She also is a bit straight in the pas- 
tens. However, Mr. Kilmer may consider that he 
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has a bargain in her at $1,500. Stewardess is a 
bit plain and also has curby hocks, but she had 
a nice foal by *Epinard. 

“Few real buyers were at the sale. None of 
the Whitneys. There were lots of lookers. How- 
ever, there was brisk bidding for the good lots, 
as is generally the case at all sales. The year- 
lings were well grown, but the straightest lot 
in front ever seen together. I liked the Royal 
Mirth colt best. 

“Maryland breeders present were S. W. Labrot, 
R. S. Castle, of Frederick (*Challenger); Mr. and 
Mrs. C. W. Williams, of Glyndon (Campfire); 
Mrs. Dean Bedford, of Fallston, and Charles J. 
Meister, of Batimore. Virginia was represented 
by W. S. Kilmer, of New Market; Dr. Casey, of 
Berryville; Jack Bryan from Audley Farm, C. 
G. Herring, of Bridgewater, and K. N. Gilpin, 
Boyce. Kentucky was represented by Silas 
Mason, of Lexington. Among others present 
were Walter M. Jeffords, of Glen Riddle; Rush 
McCoy, of Kansas City; and G. A. Saportas, of 
Malvern, Pa. Many of the Pennsylvania hunting 
set were on hand.” 

BREEDING IN INDIANA. 

Major W. A. Rafferty, Greenacre Farms, Inc., 
Morocco, Ind., in the course of a letter to 
THE BLOOD-HORSE says: “We are extremely proud 
of the excellent growth we are getting on the 
sand hills of northern Indiana. We were a little 
doubtful at the outset of this little stud as to 
whether just good blue grass and oats, without 
the underlying Jimestone, will do the trick. We 
have been told, though, by some people who have 
been getting about among the horse farms re- 
cently, that our youngsters look as well as any, 
and we feel very much encouraged. 

“*Dark Jest, property of the U. S. Remount 
Service, made his first season here in 1931 and 
some of the farmers hereabout have a few half- 
breds with which they are very much pleased. 
We have four foals by him which are quite in- 
teresting and good looking and several more are 
to come. We have some very fine yearlings by 
Wilderness, Bunting, *King Bruce and *Wig- 
stone, and we are particularly proud of a grey 
colt by *Sir Greysteel.”’ 

NIGHT RAID DEFENDED. 

English writers had so much to say about the 
poor appearance of Night Raid, sire of Phar 
Lap, that Ken Austin, managing director of the 
Elderslie Stud, near Oamaru, New Zealand, was 
moved to send a photograph and a letter in de- 
fense of the horse to The Sporting Life (London). 
He calls the son of Radium “one of the most 
handsome horses south of the Line,’ and the 
photograph lends corroboration to his claim. 
Night Raid is now under lease to the Elderslie 
Stud. Mr. Austin includes the following para- 
graph in his letter: ‘“‘We have a yearling brother 
to Phar Lap here who was bought by Mr. G. L. 
Lyon, president of the Ceylon Racing Club, after 
the recent yearling sales at Wellington. He is a 
racy-looking youngster, who, like his famous 
brother, wants development.” 


FOAL FROM TRACK AND RING WINNER. 
Mrs. J. Murray Black, of Buffalo, N. Y., re- 
ports the arrival of a chestnut filly foal by *Ber- 
rilldon (sire of Trouble Maker), from her for- 
mer stakes winning mare, Best Bonnet, by 
*McNeill, son of Neil Gow. In addition to win- 
hing many races in Canada, Best Bonnet was 


a successful show-ring winner in the hunter and 
jumper shows of the East for Mrs. Black, who 
is one of the best side saddle riders of her sec- 
tion. Mrs. Black has been one of the most suc- 
cessful hunt and show-ring riders of the East 
for some time and, in addition to her own horses, 
is preparing for the fall shows a promising mare 
known as Black Hattie for Frank Hodgson, To- 
ronto, Canada, sportsman. 


SOMINCO FARMS FOALS. 

For this season there are 14 foals at Rodman 
Meacham’s Sominco Farms, Hopkinsville, Ky. 
As seems to be the rule at most establishments, 
fillies predominate, there being nine as against 
five colts. Eight of the number are by Blondin; 
four by *Hourless and one each by Blue Larkspur 
and Pennant. Six of the mares were mated with 
*Masked Marvel II; three with *Hourless, and 
one each with Bostonian, High Cloud, On Watch, 
Sir Barton and *Spanish Prince II. 

BREEDING NOTES. 

Last year the sons and daughters of *Teddy 
won more than 350 races in France, comprising 
winnings of 12,886,522 francs. 

R. W. R. Cowie’s *Chrysoberil, dam of the 
King’s Plate winners Froth Blower and Queens- 
way, was bred this year to R. S. McLaughlin’s 
The Romp. 

Some time ago we carried some notes urging 
breeders to mate sons and daughters of *Stefan 
the Great with “distance strains’ rather than 
with sprinting stock. In that connection we note 
that the winner of Rosebery Memorial Plate, 
about two miles and a quarter, run at Epsom 
Downs May 31, was Lord Nugent, a 4-year-old 
bay or brown colt by Gainsborough—Naldera, by 
“Stefan the Great. He is a first foal of an 
Egyptian Oaks winner. 


MARYLAND 


PURSE REDUCTION ASKED. 


HE Maryland State Racing Commission has 

been asked by the owners of Pimlico, Havre 
de Grace, Laurel and Bowie for permission to 
reduce purses for race meetings next autumn, 
and it is expected that permission will be granted. 
For overnight events on the flat a minimum of 
$1,000 is asked. This represents a reduction of 
approximately 23 per cent. For steeplechase 
events a minimum of $1,500 is wanted. This 
represents a 25 per cent reduction. Members of 
the Maryland State Racing Commission are 
Jervis Spencer, Jr., chairman; Edwin Warfield, 
Jr., and John F. Mudd. Action was deferred until 
the financial reports of the Havre de Grace and 
Pimlico spring meetings were received by the 
Commission. Those reports now are in the hands 
of the commissioners and a meeting may soon 
be held. Meanwhile Chairman Spencer has been 
quoted as having said that he is in favor of per- 
mitting the reduction. The other two members 
have not made statements. 

The Maryland Jockey Club, in an attempt to 
readjust its financial position, has passed its 
1932 dividend and has made a 20 per cent re- 
duction in salaries of officials. The gross turn- 
over in pari-mutuel pooling at the Pimlico meet- 
ing was $1,661,548 less at the recent spring 
meeting than for the same period last year. At 
Bowie it was $840,849 less and at Havre de Grace 
$566,849 less than last year.

THE BREEDING BUREAU

HE Breeding Bureau of The Jockey Club is 
continuing its activities with renewed inter- 
est in the State of New York. 

Two most valuable stallions have been ac- 
quired in the last few days, namcly, the beautiful- 
ly bred and great individual, *Chin Chin II, by 
the Ascot Gold Cup winner Santoi out of Focus, 
by Revenue or Blairfinde, donated to the Bureau 
by David Jay Ely, of Lyme House, Hauppauge, 
Long Island, and Curate, by Fair Play out of 
Irish Abbess, by Celt, donated by Joseph E. Wi- 
dener. Curate is well known to the Metropoli- 
tan racing public, having won $75,000 in stakes 
and purses on New York race courses. He is 
well bred, of fine size and appearance, and ab- 
solutely sound. 

Mr. Widener’s other contributions to the Breed- 
ing Bureau have been *Maintenant and *Mont 
d’Or II, the latter by Val d’Or out of Loneiiness, 
by Ayrshire, which for five years made the stud 
season at “Horses’ Home,” the farm of George V. 
Bailey at Glen Head, Long Island. *Mont d’Or 
II stood 17 hands high and weighed close to 1,400 
pounds. His death, which occurred in February, 
was a great loss not only to the Breeding Bureau, 
but to the breeders of Long Island. 

The French-bred horse *Maintenant, by Main- 
tenon out of the American mare Martha Gorman, 
by Sir Dixon, and the sire of Haste, winner of the 
Saratoga Special, Withers, etc. and now a most 
successful young sire. 

The Breeding Bureau continues its close af- 
filiations with the Remount Department of the 
National Government, the National Guard of the 
State of New York, and the New York State 
Constabulary. 

Handsome cups and trophies are offered as 
prizes through the State and county fairs and 
horse shows for the best of the get of stallions 
owned by the National Remount and the Breed- 
ing Bureau. The Sturgis Cups, presented by 
Frank K. Sturgis, chairman of the Breeding Bu- 
reau, are offered at Piping Rock Horse Show, 
Smithtown Horse Show and the North Shore 
Horse Show, for horses bred on Long Island. 

The breeding station at ‘“Lookover,”’ Avon, Liv- 
ingston County, New York, under the care and 
management of Mrs. Herbert Wadsworth, is a 
model establishment, and Mrs. Wadsworth’s un- 
tiring efforts are greatly appreciated by The 
Jockey Club and all lovers of the Thoroughbred. 

L. S. Sutcliffe, the well known horse photog- 
rapher, writes the office of the Breeding Bureau 
on the Genesee Valley Fair and Horse Show: 

“Mrs. Wadsworth’s show exceeded my wildest 
expectations. Surely there is nothing to com- 
pare with it, in any country. Fifty-four mares 
and foals in one class; 69 yearlings in another! 
The enormity of her achievement is amazing and 
deserves much more publicity.”
